commission has just made to the sen 
ate a significant report on, how prlo 
fixing may be prevented 
and .ye 


trade associations permitted to con 
tinue their constructive influence 
in business. 


But the trade commission has alsc 


recommended that a licensing sys 
tern be instituted so that trade as 
sociation activities may 
hecom 


better known to the government anc 
so that certain activities which come 
close to a violation of the anti-trus 
laws may be eradicated. 


The commission 
feels that the 


circulation of price Information "in 
a form to identify the results fo: 
Individual members is so unneces 
sary to the general statistical worl 
of associations and so susceptible o 
abuse that it might be explicitly de 
dared illegal irrespective of intent.' 


The opinions of the supreme cour 


of the United States in this connec 
tion are referred to by the 
trad< 


commission in support of its con 
tention and it is further pointed ou 
that-a constancy of prices is apt to 
indicate artificial price control. 


ADVICE TO CROUPS 


The commission's report, in ef 


feet, traces the established policy o: 
the United States government 
with 


respect to competition 
and gives 


some advice to trade associations. 


"It is undoubtedly better," says 


the commission, "for the trade asso 
elation if its members, as such, do 
not have too concentrated or exclu 
sive an interest in prices. The de 
cision of what is the fair price 
should not be left merely to the sell 
er, still less to a group of sellers 
There is perhaps no more properly 
individual social phenomenon to he 
encountered among civilized men 
than the price making in an open 
competitive market. Conditions am 
circumstances under

prices are arrived at may be proper

25 Japanese 
Taken From 
Sinking Ship 


Seattle, Wash. —WO— Twenty-five 


Japanese, who were snatched from 
the freighter Meiyo Maru while it 
was being ground to pieces on the 
stornj-washed rocks of the .Aleutian 
islands, were «afe aboar4ii«v steam- 
er Illinois -and the Japanese ship 
Nankoh Maru Thursday. 


Fragments of messages reaching 


here Wednesday night told of the ex- 
citing rescue, but many details were 
acking. It was presumed that the 
rescued crew was being taken to 
Dutch Harbor, Alaska. 


The rescue was effected by shoot- 


ng breeches buoys from the Illinois 
and the'Nankoh Maru to the doomed 
ship and pulling the crew of the 
Meiyo to safety one by one. 


In a pounding sea and with the 


rescue ships working 
dangerously 


near the rocks, the buoy lines often 
sagged until their human cargoes 
were dipped into the roaring surf be- 
Tore being hauled to safety. 


The Meiyo Maru, a freighter of 


i,400 tons, ran aground early Tues- 
day morning during a storm. 
Sev- 


ral hours later the Nankoh Maru 
reached the scene but was unable 
o effect a rescue because of the fe- 
rocity of the sea. All day Wednes- 
day she stood by until the Illinois 
irrived. The latter encountered great 
difficulty in reaching the scene. 


At Dutch Harbor the crew of the 


reighter Alloway was recuperating 
after having been picked up by the 
steamer Motauk.

est Hit—Railroad Traf- 


fic Is Disrupted 


London—OP)—Estimates of death: 


from abnormally cold weather in cen 
tral Europe alone Thursday ran as 
high as 300 with other thousands 
suffering from frostbites and kindred 
injuries. 


Apparently worse was in prospect 


with suffering acute, particularly in 
southeastern 
Europe, 
from 
fue 


shortage. Mines of Poland and Cze 
cho-Slovakia were looked to relieve 
the situation, but disruption of rail- 
way traffic added even those countries 
to those hardest hit. 


Rivers and sea channels over mos- 


of Europe, save in Spain, were frozen 
over and choken with ice. 


Temperatures, in many cases with- 


out precedent and lower than for 200 
years, were reported over Europe. 


In Budapest shivering men and 


women stormed a coal depot during 
the night after the government hac 
announced distribution of free coal 
at 8 o'clock in the morning. Because 
of the intense cold they were unable 
to wait and they smashed doors 
loading bags, baskets, boxes, even 
pockets with the precious fuel. 


CLOSE PARLIAMENT 


In Vienna Chancellor Seipel order 


ed parliament 
suspended for 
two 


weeks because of the weather, ex- 
plaining that this would save five 
tons of coal daily. The Austrian min- 
isters at Prague and Warsaw made 
personal appeals to 
the rulers of 


Czecho-Slovakia^ and Poland for ad- 
ditional fuel, pointing out that Aus- 
tria's supplv had shrunk from 125,- 
000 to 20,000 tons. 


But in dzecho-Slovakia miles of 


coal laden. freight cars were frozen 
fast to tracks and could not be mov- 
ed, while in Poland rationing of coal 
supplies had been resorted to to avert 
a shortage there. At Lwow, Poland, 
not a single train had arrived or left 
for the last three days and a food 
shortage as well as fuel shortage fac- 
ed the city.

attempts of ice breakers to release 
them. 


Bitter cold prevailed in England, 


and many rivers were beginning to 
solidify. 


The canals and lagoons at Venice 


were completely frozen over, for the 
first time, it is said, since the eigh- 
teenth century.

C. Rule's veto of the common coun- 
cil's recent action approving the rec- 
mmendation that W. Second-st be 
pened from S. Bounds-st to Whit- 
man-ave is expected to be made at 
he council's second regular meeting 
f the month next Wednesday. 
The veto was read at the council's 
djourned meeting Wednesday night, 
nd although the mayor invited ac- 
ion on It then, the matter was put 
ff temporarily and was not brought 
p again.. 
The recommendation on the street 
xtension was Included In the report 
f the street and bridges committee 
ast week. Before a vote was taken 
on the report, Mayor Rule warned 
he would veto that part dealing with 
the- street opening, but the council 
adopted the entire report notwith- 
standing. 


The mayor cited three reasons for 


his veto. They were: 


First, that in the past the city has 


twice tried to open this street and 
has encountered conditions which 
would 
cost the city 
considerable 


more than the improvement is worth 
if the street was forced open. 


Second, that in his opinion. If the 


street Is continued, a dllroad cross- 
ing will be brought Into existence 
•which eventually will require a sub- 
tray or viaduct. 


Third, that there Is no demand 


from and no benefit to any group of 
persons by this improvement at pres- 
ent. 


George M. Spoerl, the only proper- 


ty owner living on that street -west 
of the railroad tracks, is hack of the 
movement. It IP said. He asks-that 
he be given an Improved otstlet from 
his property. 


"I have no objection? to any ef- 


forts the oily mlrtt approve to re- 
lieve Mr. Spopi"! of the Inconvenience 
he is now siiffarinsr. hut If this reltef 
is obtained the cost to the city must 
be reasonable."

Devices Are Spoiling Radio 
Reception

Washington — Good radio recep- 


tion is being menaced by the family 
vacuum cleaner and sewing machine, 
along with some 150 other household 
and industrial electrical devices that 
create electrical disturbances detri- 
mental to radio, warns W. K. Flem- 
ing, chief engineer 
of the Tobe- 


Deutchmann 
Co., 
of Cambridge, 


Mass. 


Advocating careful control of the 


manufacture, distribution and use of 
electrical energy in order that elec- 
trical disturbances as affecting radio 
may not become so great that radio 
reception will be seriously interfered 
with if not completely ruined, Mr. 
Fleming suggests the enactment of 
an "interference law." The, increas- 
ingly rapid growth of the electrical 
industry, he declares, makes it im- 
perative that remedial steps imme- 
diately be taken. 


"The proper time to correct this 


•trouble is right now, before the in- 
creasing use of household and In- 
dustrial electrical apparatus has be- 
come so great that it will work a 
hardship on both the manufacturers 
and users of electrical appliances," 
he asserts. 


Mr. Fleming, who has submitted 


his ideas to Radio Commissioner O 
H. Caldwell, declares that most pow- 
er and light companies have estab- 
lished 
radio interference depart- 


ments, upon realization of the seri- 
ousness of the situation. The result, 
according to the engineer, is that 
reception today is. marred but very 
slightly by electrical manufacturing 
and distributing systems, whereas if 
this step had not been taken, recep- 
tion in the majority of cases would 
be impossible. 


"So far, however, but little'atten-- 


tion has been paid by the manufac- 
ture okelectrical devices towards in- 
suring the freedom of their appa- 
ratus, from electrical disturbances as 
affecting radio. It 4s true that some' 


of the larger manufacturers-' are 
studying this subject closely, but It 
is not necessary to take further ac- 
tion towards the suppression of in- 
terference if any real good is to 
be accomplished at 
the present- 


time."

as not to create electrical

ances, according to Mr. Fleming. "c 
Furthermore, he states, it Is now --' 
possible to obtain interference sup- 
pression devices which, in the ma- , 
jorlty of cases, will entirely elimi-" 
nate interference.

William Hale Thompson, the city 
council would be employed to force 
the mayor to resign. 


"I want to tell you confidentially 


that various aldermanic candidates 
have been approached on the propo- 
sition of organizing a filibuster and 
refusing to function 
in 
the 
city 


council until Thompson resigns," 
Mr. Albert R. Brunker, chairman of 
the Civic Safety Commission told 
reform groups. 


"We have talked it over with each 


candidate who carries our indorse- 
ment in each of the fifty wards. We 
hope to put at least twenty-five, of 
these men in the council at the elec- 
tion and with that majoriy, clean 
out Thompsonism." 


There have been frequent rumors 


iu the past that Mayor Thompson 
might leave office, but he has given 
little indication that he would cut 
short his present term which has 
yearly two years to run.

Voluntarily at that time.

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EMBARGO ON ARMS 


Proposals are before congress of an 


arms embargo against a nation violat- 
ing the Kellogg treaty renouncing war. 
One of them was offered by Eep. 
Stephen G. Porter of Pennsylvania, 
chairman of the house foreign affairs 
committee, limited strictly to arms. 
The other is a resolution introduced by 
Senator Capper of Kansas, which 
would raise an embargo on the export 
of all war materials to offending na- 
tions. The latter is opposed by ene- 
mies of the League of Nations on the 
ground that it is a sanction equivalent 
to that set up by the League covenant, 
and would inferentSally ally us more 
closely with League attempts to pre- 
vent war. It represents to our mind 
the usual exaggerated attacks upon ^ 
policies that may be effective to pre- 
serve peace, attacks that prejudice 
Americans against the League of Na- 
tions as such. 


An arms and economic boycott of 


nations guilty of violating their accep- 
tance of the Kellogg treaty is the least 
action that could reasonably and ef- 
fectively be taken against a violator. 
If an agreement solemnly entered into 
ta renounce war is deliberately vio- 
lated it is not easy to see why such ac- 
tion is not justified. Certainly it would 
be inconsistent for other signatories to 
pursue a course tantamount to acquies- 
cence or even complicity. Signatories 
could not very well supply an offender 
with the instruments of making war 
ajid have fegard for their own pledges. 
To do so would make them an acces- 
sory to the fact. 
, 


If nations are to undertake sincerely 


and conscientiously to outlaw war, 
something more than a paper engage- 
ment is required. 
They must utilize 


logical and just means for enforcing 
their common pledge. 
If then it is 


agreed that an offender can have neith- 
er credit nor arms nor munitions from 
the others, it would exercise -an almost 
insuperable restraint, for such a nation 
could not long prosecute a war with- 
out drawing on outside resources. Our 
jingoes and isolationists to the con- 
trary notwithstanding, the resolutions 
referred to above are an adequate test 
of a bonafide purpose in executing the 
Kellogg multi-lateral treaty. 
, 


COUGHING MIGHT ATTRACT 


ATTENTION 


Ray Cannon, a Milwaukee lawyer, 


against whom proceedings for disbar- 
ment are pending, has announced his 
candidacy for the Supreme Court at 
the April election against Justice Ros- 
enbeny, who has bad a distinguished 
career of some 15 years on that tri- 
bunal and who comes up for re-elec- 
tion. 


Of course no one will be concerned 


very seriously about the outcome but 
the situation presented is one of the 
undesirable things that, seemingly, is 
a necessary part of a democracy where 
a man may even look through the bars 
of a cell to announce his candidacy for 
high office. 


Mr. Cannon must be, and is, pre- 


sumed innocent of wrong doing until 
the contrary is established in due form, 
but his announcement shows him guil- 
ty of the poorest sort of taste and indi- 
cates as well a failure upon his part to 
comprehend that a justice of the su- 
preme court must be clear of e-^ en any 
suspicion of wrong doing. 


The records of the supreme court in- 


dicate that Cannon has been severely 
criticized by that court; that such cril-' 
icism arose in an effort by the court lo 
eliminate from the legal profession 
certain practices considered against 
good policy inclusive of the methods of 
commercialism which were beginning 
to pervade the practice of law, and to 
substitute therefor a higher regard for 
the administration of justice; that the 
opinion of tlie court was written by 
Justice Rosenbe^ry and did not, as it 
could not, deal \ery kindly with Can- 
non's conduct as shown by that record. 


Can it be that Cannon reasons that he 
will punish the judge who wrote an 
opinion against him by personal oppo- 
sition at the polls? 


Cannon's very candidacy, under tht 


circumstances, is a flippant audacity. It 
is a jest, and a poor jest at that, one 
quite lacking in humor. The people of 
the state persist in desiring the fearless 
sort of men as judges. 
They do not 


want a judge to have to consider the 
consequences of his dedsion updn his 
own personal future for when that be- 
comes necessary the real value of our 
courts will have disappeared entirely.

arette advertisement; 
"When 
at- 


tacked or under fire, be bold and non- 
chalant, light your favorite brand."

Pick up any popular magazine and

This is enormously important 
in the" fietd of medicine, and could be 
made to" yield an immense financial re- 
turn. But Prof.-Steenbock will not take 
a cent for it. Whatever money is sent 
to him—and the other day he got a 
check bearing five figures—he turns 
over to the university.

usually makes a poor capitalist," he 
says. "If I commercialized my discov- 
eries for my own profit it would mean 
the diversion of my own time to ad- 
ministration. What use is money per- 
sonally to an individual if he receives 
enough to provide the reasonable 
needs and desires of himself and his 
family?"

He asks only that 


profits, go to-finance further "research. 
For himself, he will continue to exist 
on a professor's salary. Suppose Prof. 
Steenbock had decided to use his dis- 
covery to make a fortune. Suppose he 
had formed a stock company, indulged 
in heavy advertising campaigns, and 
rolled up colossal riches. What then? 
Why, 
the man would be famous. Suc- 


cess stories and inspirational inter- 
views would center about him. 
He 


would have country estates, yachts, 
servants aqd all the* rest of the para- 
phernalia of great-wealth. 
As it is, he 


subsists on the pay of a university 
chemist, and the great mass of his fel- 
low countrymen.never heard of him. 


What does all of this prove? Noth- 


ing much, perhaps—except that the 
greatest lie which an age of prosperity 
has foisted on us is the fiction that 
money is the only mainspring that will 
drive men to do useful work. Maybe 
it^goes a little further. Maybe it shows 
that money, far from being the great- 
est thing in life—as many of us are led 
to believe—is relatively unimportant. 
The important thing is to find some 
useful work and do" it to the best of 
your ability. If the monetary rewards 
are great, well and good. If not, it does 
not matter. The big thing is achieve- 
ment. Success is not a matter of dollars 
and cents, no matter what the dollar- 
worshippers may say.

ment, and all beds in the city hos- 
pitals of Berlin were said to be fill- 
ed with influenza'patients, over 8.- 
000 cases listed at the time of writ- 
ing.The winter climate of Germany is 
usually like that of St. Louis, few 
men ever having to report to over- 
coats during the season.

has a varied and eventful career. It 
has brought him experience with all 
kinds of men in all kinds of places; 
has made him a student of men, an 
agressive leader wKo, his fnends say, 
cannot be budged from his position 
once he has made up his mind. 


As a boy he got 
his preparatory 


school education at Philipps-Andover 
Academy, in 
Massachusetts, and 


then went to Yale. His social stand- 
ing at Yale can be gauged from the 
fact that he was elected a member of 
the famous "Bones" 
society there.

If a person on bio way 
home from an evening's entertain- 
ment wishes to go Into a restaurant, 
that Is his privilege and he ohould 
not have to take the chance of be- 
ing arrested If he parks his car for 
a. few minutes at that time," 


Alderman George Richard said he 


believed the police department had 
misinterpreted the ordinance. . The 
measure clearly reads that It Is all- 
night parking that is prohibited and 
:ill-nlght parking; is defined as park- 
ins between 1 and 5 o'clock In the 
morning, he pointed out.

enue received by privately owned 
electric companies for 
residential 


and commercial lighting in Wiscon- 
sin daring: 1927 was 5.74 cents per 
kilowat.. hour, as compared to 7.30 
• cents average received by municipal- 
ly owned plants, according to a re- 
port made by Adolph Kanneberg of 
the state'railroad commission, to the 
legislature's interim power commit- 
tee. 


These averages are formed by con- 


sidering the total revenues and total 
kilowat hours furnished 
by each 


class of power plant. In the Class A 
group, (which represents companies 
receiving revenue in excess of $250,- 
000, 
the' private 
companies 
are 


shown as furnishing 309,731,901 kil- 
owat hours at a rate of 5.63 cents. 


None of the municipal plants falls 


within CJass A. Class 
B includes 


those whose revenues were between 
$50,009 and $250,000. In that group, 
the privately owned plants sold 3,- 
302,990 kilowat hours for $343,061.96, 
or 10.38 cents per hour, while the 
municipal plants received 6.75 cents 
an hour, or $939,852,92 for 13,935,490 
hours. 


Class C takes in companies -whose 


revenue was 
between $15,000 and 


$50,000. The rate per kilowat hour in 
that group was 11.49 cents for priv- 
ate plants, and 8.10 cents for munici- 
pal plants. 


Class D. includes .Jhose whose rev- 


enue was between $5,000 and $15,000.

service. 


Assemblyman Lommis's bill to al- 


low municipal competition is based 
on the promise that the state can 
not contract away the right of the 
people themselves to undertake a 
municipal or even state electric en- 
terprise if they so desire, whether in 
competition with a privately owned 
company or not. 


Heating on the Hanson bills will 


be resumed by the Assembly judic- 
iary committee Feb. 19. Represen- 
tatives of the Wisconsin Telephone 
Co., win appear. 


A bill creating the state work- 


men's compensation fund was in- 
troduced today by Assemblyman Al- 
vin C. Reis, Madison.

reached an altitude outreaching the 
record of 38,420.5 feet held by Lieut. 
C. C. Campion of the United States 
navy. No record was claimed be- 
cause of the rules of the Federation 
Aeronautique Internationale 
pre- 


scribe that the plane land at the 
field from which it left the earth. 


The two pilots blamed their fail-

which appeared in the Badger state 
in 1898 as Oderbrucker barley.

INCREASE ACREAGE 


OF WHEAT, BARLEY, 


FARMERS ADVISED 


Favorable Outlook for Live- 


stock Also Seen by Farm 
Statistician 


Madison—W)—Wisconsin farmers 


will find it profitable to increase 
their acreage this spring in barley, 
wheat, flax, dry beans, alfalfa and 
clover seed, is the 
prediction of 


Walter H. Ebling, state and federal 
agricultural statistician. On other 
crops, only the 
usual acreage 
Is 


warranted. 


The outlook for livestock during 


the coming year appears favorable, 
he finds. It is not expected that milk 
prices will be higher than they have 
been in the past year, but cattle 
prices are expected to be at least as 
good as they have been. The outlook 
is for a better situation in hogs. 


There is little prospect for high- 


er hay prices if one is growing hay 
for the market, except, alfalfa hay 
which is meeting a gopd demand. 
Growing hay for home use as a feed 
crop, however, is another 
matter, 


and In growing it for feeding rath- 
er than for the market the com- 
mercial price is important. 


Corn-.prices are not likely to be 


higher during the coming year. 
Chances are that with the average 
production and present 
acreage 


prices will be lower. But "Wisconsin 
farmers grow almost no corn for the 
market and the outlook for our 
corn, Mr. Ebling points out is de- 
termined by the outlook for live- 
stock. With the relatively favorably 
livestock situation as compared with 
the market prices of feed 
crops, 


these crops can be grown to ad- 
vantage up to at least the normal 
acreage. 


There seems to be little prospect 


for higher prices on oats if normal 
yields and acreages are maintained 
during the comfng year. But this 
again is a feed crop not marketed 
extensively in this state and accor- 
dingly not largely affected by the 
market' price. 
' - 


Though the cash 'market for bar- 


ley during the coming year is not 
likely to be better than it has. been 
in the past year. Growing the crop 
tor feed is "to be recommended in 
even larger acreage than now pre- 
vails in the state. 


WHEAT IS PROMISING 


The world wheat situation 
indi- 


cates that probably, wheat 
farmers 


will be somewhat better off during 
the coming year than they have in 
the past. If this develops, rye will 
probably likewise meet a somewhat 
better market. 


ho plantings of rye, both in Wis- 


consin and United States as a whole, 
are considerably below the plantings 
of a year ago; and with the outlook 
for an improved market in wheat the 
rye market should also be better. 


With the large potato acreage and 


ligh yields of 1928 a record produc- 
tion resulted. The outcome has been 
very disastrous for the potato grow- 
ers throughout the United States. 
The-outlook for the coming year is 
for a*reduction in acerage to approx- 
mately that of two years -ago. So 
~.a.r as Wisconsin is concerned, only 
a normal acreage of pptatoes can be 
Justified and general' acreage in- 
creases are dangerous as was shown 
:ast year. 


Prices received for Wisconsin to- 


bacco during the past two years 
showed ^some improvement over pre- 
vious periods. At present the acre- 
age of Wisconsin tobacco seems to 
be rather,, well adjusted to the re- 
quirements, and while 
stocks are 


rather low it is probable that the 
market will be favorable for high 
quality tobacco during the coming 
fear. 
Increases in acreage, how- 


ever, are likely to be dangerous. 


The demand for beans has been 


steady for the most of the 1928 crop 
and it appears that a moderate in- 
crease in bean acreage is justified. 


With the small clover seed produc- 


ion which occured in 1928 stocks 
are likely to be very low this spring. 
Accordingly, clover seed producers 
during 1929 should meet an unusual- 
y favorable market. Since Wiscon- 
sin has had a good snow cover and 
clover went into the winter in rather 
good condition, it is believed that 
many farmers will have an oppor- 
;unity to save some acreage of clo- 
ser for seed provided weather Is fa- 
vorable and thus take advantage of 
the markets of this cash crop.

clover, according to the experts in 
forage crops in the Department of 
Agriculture. They point out that a 
good stand of second-season sweet 
clover can carry two head of cows 
per acre from early spring until 
mid-summer and cases are known 
where 
four head did not keep it 


down. Get the stock in early, they 
advise, when the clover is 6 inches 
ligh and put cattle enough on to 
keep it'from blossoming; with only 
one cow to an acre" the clover gets 
old too fast. ^ 
~ 


For continuous grazing, experts 


point out, two fields of sweet clover 
are necessary, one that has just 
passed Its first winter and one start- 
ing its first season's growth. 
Turn 


cfettle on the older field in the spring 
and keep them there until July 15- 
30. By this time the sweet clover 
will bloom, they say .and get jtoo 
woody to be palatable and the. cUJver 
on 'the new field should be 6 to 8 in- 
ches high. The new clover will carry 
only about half the stock the old 
field carried and allowance must be 
made for that by having double the 
acreage-or by having other pasture. 
An excess acreage in the fall is not 
a bad thing, as any field not needed 
'or grazing the next season can be 
turned under the next spring for 
corn with great benefit to the corn. 


After' grazing stops on the older 


field, experts point out, the clover 
will make. considerable growth and 
this can be plowed under in the fall 
with great benefit to any succeeding 
crop. 


There is less danger from bloat 


with sweet clover than with other 
clovers, experts say, but cases have 
been known and the usual precau- 
ions should be taken.

FOR CORN FERTILIZER 


Madison—UP)—Fertilizer for corn 


crops was discussed here today by 
P. "L. Musbach of the University of 
Wisconsin Agricultural 
experiment 


station before a sectional meeting of 
Wisconsin Farm Folks' Week. 


The speaker recommended manure, 


saying it offered both nitrogen and 
potash, two elements conductive to 
the growth of good corn. He sug- 
gested addition of commercial fertil- 
izer with manure to increase corn 
yield an acre. 


"'The oldest record we have of fer- 


tilizing the corn crop dates back to 
early colonial days," Mr. Musbach 
said. "A fish >to the hill was 
In- 


dian's advice to the pale face'. 


"This practice is still followed by 


the farmers of Roanoke Island and 
the Carolina coast. Of course, fish 
alone in due tune failed, but it serv- 
ed the purpose in helping to produce 
the 'makings' of corn cake for many 
years." 


He explained the hill or row meth- 


od of fertilization is followed gener- 
ally in Wisconsin.. 


Mr. Musback also,showed slides to 


show how fertilization of corn has 
improved yield and gave several 
successful mixtures.

In the transportation and handling of 
live stock shipments are needed, in 
the opinion of A. L. Collentine, ani- 
mal husbandman at the state college 
of/ agriculture. Mr. Collentine has 
spent nine years working among 
buyers of dairy and breeding stock 
who make shipments to all parts of 
the country. 


He is urging transportation com- 


panies and shippers to adopt every 
possible means to protect animals 
from injury, overcrowding, exposure, 
and contagious and infectious quar- 
ters.

Although he believes it is essential 


to have tests for tuberculosis made 
by competent parties and to buy 
stock from clean herds, Collentine 
feels that it is equally important to 
have the stock shipped in clean and 
disinfected cars and that 
care be 


taken to avoid unloading in unsani- 
tary stockyards. 


The Canadian law, he points out, 


requires that inspectors be maintain- 
ed at 30 railroad 
centers in 
the 


Dominion. All stock cars arriving 
or passing through those points are 
cleaned and disinfected 
under the 


supervision of an inspector unless 
they show evidence of having been 
so treated. All cars which have been 
disinfected bear a card which shows

Madison—M9)—Among the Impor- 


tant bills before the legislature as 
the result ol revision committee re- 
ports to the Assembly Wednesday 
are proposals for a 
$500,000 hos 


pital for crippled children in Madi- 
son, for a state tax on retail chain 
stores and for a state unemploy- 
ment insurance. 


Assemblyman Q. L. Lacy of Mer- 


cer, presented the chain stores bill 
which provides that any company 
operating more than five stores in 
Wisconsin shall pay the state 1 per 
cent of their gross^ receipts, with a 
fine of from $100 to' $1,000 for viola- 
tion of the provisions of the law. 
The stores are to be licensed indivi- 
dually by the secretary of state and 
for this license each store would 
have to pay $500. After expenses 
of administering the law are deduct- 
ed from this fee the excess monies 
would go to the towns in which the 
stores are located. 


E. G. Smith, Beloit, presented the 


Mil for the new Wisconsin Orthope- 
dic Hospital 
for Children, which 


would be erected on the University 
of Wisconsin campus and controlled 
by the University board of regents. 
For building the hospital 
$500,000 


would be appropriated and $25,000 
would be given for the first opera- 
tion of the institution, which was 
asked by the state Association for 
the Disabled. The bill probably will 
be referred to the joint committee 
on finance Wednesday. 


ASSURE EMPLOYMENT 


Fanners are exempt from the pro- 


visions of Assemblyman Nixon's bill 
for the state unemployment insur- 
ance. The state would pay a part of 
the Insurance premiums, along with 
employers. The insurance would be 
administered by a commission simi- 
lar In operation to the industrial 
compensation commission. Tke bill 
aets up machinery for the employ- 
ers to become members of a state 
compensation agency. The commis- 
sion could excuse certain employ- 
ers who are financillay able to in- 
sure the employes themselves or who 
wish to take insurance of like na- 
ture through some other source. A 
scale la set for the proportion of the 
unemployed's former salary to be 
paid when he or she losses the job. 
Th« bill does not cover those making 
more than $1,500 a year in positions 
other than manual labor. It would 
remain for-the commission or the 
. courts to define manual labor. 


A proposal for payment of state 


highway commissioners on a straight 
$15 per day basis, for each day spent 
at state business, was advanced by 
E. E. Husband.

A bill by As- 
semblyman T. G. Hunter of Gales- 
ville, woufij allow the boards to sub- 
mit any building- proposal to county 
vote, either within or over the limit 


Option placement and operation 


of the county system of assessment 
of tax values is provided in a bill by 
Assemblyman Carow of Ladysmith. 
The counties could assume the as- 
sessment duties if they so desired 
under the bill. , 


Assemblyman H. E. Steuhenson of 
Flatteville presented a measure un- 
der which all tourist rooming houses 
would come under the Inspection of 
the state board of health. They 
would have to have permits from the 
board the same as hotels or other 
public living places, and would have 
to come to standards set by the board 
for sanitation and good living con- 
ditions. 
, 


. Profanity, obscenity and disorder- 
ly condrct in public dancing places 
would be punishable by a fine of $100 
or ninety days in jail, under a bill by 
Assemblyman Ashley of Hudson. 


Towns could borrow money to 


build highways where It is desired 
to rush the worV- and a tax levy is 
anticipated, under a proposal by As- 
semblyman Hall, of Tunnel City. 


Assemblyman Albert J. Baker, of 


Dane county, proposed that the prac- 
tice of clipping dogs' ears be made 
unlawful, and that it be made a 
violation of the law to show dogs 
in exhibitions with clipped ears un- 
less accompanied by a certificate 
from the conservation department 
that the ears had been clipped .prior 
to passage of this law. 


Assemblyman I* L. Thayer intro- 


duced a bill to allow the railroad 
commission to consider two or more 
municipalities and their intervening 
rural areas a regional unit for pur- 
poses of rate making when the whole 
area is served by one utility. He said 
often where one company Is serving 
two or more municipalities and their 
surrounding rural areas there is dis- 
crimination in rates.
